Mr. MeUean ran on qulotly for some time,
and then raised a breeze by Baying: " I fought
my way through hero.

Tost is out $275,000, Instcnd of $750,000, but
tbat this Inst loss makes a total of $800,000 for
five years. It was nlso demonstrated at yes-
terday's session of tho whent men on 'Change
that thoy will receive dollar for dollar from Mr.
Tost and that Mr. Post will turn up as bright
and chipper this morning nn if nothing had
happened and start In to try It over agnin.

In tho interests of the grain trade, T. A. ro

and II. T. Knecland, big grain brokers
themselves, spont most ot Tuesdny night In
Mr. root's cfllco in the Produce Exchango
building, trying to find out exactly how Mr.
Po:--t stood, and to ascertain tho best stop to
be taken for ths most favorable settlement.
It was then dovelopod that $30,000 ot m argtns
wore called from Mr. Post on Tuosday. and
thnt this precipitated the announcement of his
suspension. These brokers wore notified to
shift for themselves by buying In Mr. Post's
contracts in tbo open market This effectually
protected them against loss. Messrs. Mcln-tyr- o

and Ward will ftirtbor ascertain that Kir.
Post wa? short 1,050.000 bushels of December
wheat, not from 3,000,000 to 5.000.000 bushels,
as stated. Hs was also long of ftOO.000 bushols
of corn, but these transactions were not a ma-

Heretofore a great deal ot bag-
gage belonging to immigrants who stayed in
tho city has bean transported without cost to
them, nnd each ot the trunk IlnoB has paid its
percentago of the expense. But since the
Lackawanna and Ontnrlo roads have refused
to pay any longer, and have been handling
their own baggage, the Commissioners have
decided to take the work out of the hands of
the joint agent, Mr. Doane, and do it them-
selves. Tbe committee drew up a resolution,
which will ba recoramendod for adoption at tho
nextmectlngo! tho Board on Aug. 80, providing,
tbat tha Commissioners shall tako charge of
the baggage nnd ohargo each of tho trunk linos
according totbaumount handled. Tho Ontario
passenger agent agreed to this, but Mr. Muller,
wbo represented tho Lackawanna, Bald ho
hadn't ths authority to approve tbe plan, but
ho thought it would be satisfactory. It in not
llkelytnat Mr. Doane and bis assistants will be
disturbed. Until action Is taken by tho Board
tbe present system will continue In operation.

Btnorul representatives of Pacific roads wore
In town yestorday.
